ITie  contribution  will  he  made  by  rel- 
atives and  friends  as  a memorial  to 
Mrs.  Armour. 

“This  gift  will  perpetuate  the  name 
of  one  who  for  many  years  was  a faith- 
ful friend  atul  loyal  supporter  of  Pres- 
hyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital,”  said 
Norman  A.  Brady,  executive  vice  pres- 
ident. 

It  is  the  donors’  intention  to  contri- 
bute an  amount  large  enough  to  pro- 
vide an  annual  income  sufficient  to 
cover  the  major  personnel  costs.  They 
also  stated  their  Ijelief  that  the  prin- 


cipal of  the  fund  su|)porting  the 
Armour  Chair  would  have  growth 
enough  to  cover  a large  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  department  of  neurology, 
including  its  teaching  and  research. 

The  field  of  neurology  is  a branch 
of  medicine  dealing  with  the  nervous 
system,  its  structure  and  diseases. 
“This  field  has  become  an  integral 
part  of  medical  science,”  Mr.  Brady 
said,  “and  is  a most  im|)ortant  depart- 
ment in  a major  teaching  and  research 
hospital  such  as  Preshy  terian-St. 
Luke’s.”

Armour  Chair  of  Neurology  is  May- 
nard M.  Cohen,  M.D.,  present  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  neurology  at 
the  hospital.

During  the  recent  12  month  period 
there  were  4 death  claims  paid  and 
sick  benefits  in  the  amount  of  $o,.5f5o 
were  paid  to  covered  employees.

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EMERGENCY  ROOM  GETS  NEW  LOOK 


The  emergency  area  was  recently  completely  rejuvenated  into  one  large 
room  with  capacity  to  handle  five  acutely  ill  emergency  patients  at  one  time. 
Located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Jones  building,  the  room  has  five  emergency 
carts  separated  by  curtain  dividers.  This  enables  the  emergency  personnel  to 


move  quickly  from  one  patient  to  the 
present  as  well  as  storage  space  for  all 

Physicians  whose  patients  require 
use  of  the  emergency  facilities  will  find 
24-hour  staffing  hy  nurses,  nurse  aides 
and  clinical  coordinators,  under  the 
direction  of  Dorothy  Hughes,  R.N.,  as- 
sistant director,  emergency  nursing. 
Coordinators  are  specially  assigned  to 
speed  patient  registration  and  commu- 
nications between  emergency  service 
and  all  personnel  and  departments  in 
the  hospital. 

The  key  professional  person  in  the 
emergency  room  is  the  surgical  intern 
assigned  to  emergency  service.  He  is 
on  24-hour  duty.  He  in  turn  is  sup- 
ported in  all  cases  hy  an  appropiate 
licensed  physician.  The  resources  of 
the  entire  institution  are  made  avail- 
able to  patients  in  the  emergency  room 
this  way. 

Harold  A.  Paul,  M.D.,  director, 
emergency  service,  stated  that  “With 
the  new  facilities,  we  can  now  handle 
more  conveniently  and  efficiently  any 
emergency  or  emergencies  presenting 
themselves  for  care.

Emergency  Care  Avail- 
able at  All  Hours  For 
On-The-Job  Injuries 

When  accident  or  injuries  occur 
they  must  be  reported  to  the  super- 
visor and  treated  in  Employee  Health 
Service  immediately.  When  Health 
Service  is  closed,  treatment  will  be 
provided  in  the  hospital’s  Emergency 
Rooms. 

These  services  are  always  available 
and  no  injury,  however  slight,  should 
go  unreported  or  untreated. 

The  Emergency  and  Examining 
Rooms  have  a minimum  rate  of  $6.50 
I less  a 20%  discount  to  employees) 
which  is  charged  when  employees  are 
seen  for  illnesses  not  associated  with 
the  job. 

There  is  never  an  Emergency  Room 
charge  to  employees  for  on-the-job  ac- 
cident care  or  for  attention  at  the 
request  of  a departmental  supervisor. 
There  is,  of  course,  no  charge  at  any 
time  for  Employee  Health  Service.

She  is  a realis- 
tically constructed  mannequin  resemh- 
ling  a drowning  victim.  She  has  been 
utilized  internationally  as  a means  of 
practical  training  in  modern  resuscita- 
tion methods,  namely  closed  chest  car- 
diac massage  and  mouth  to  mouth  ven- 
tilation. 

An  artificial  “heart”  heneath  the 
chest  w'all  is  connected  to  a blood  jires- 
sure  apjiaratus.  It  is  possible  to  jirove 
to  the  trainee  that  his  cardiac  massage 
is  effective. 

During  Resusi-Ann’s  visit,  every 
member  of  the  emergency  service  team 
was  given  an  ojijiortunity  to  jirove 
himself  in  resuscitative  methods.  This 
included  doctors,  nurses  and  aides.

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Future  Pastors  Receive 
Hospital  Training

A teaching  hospital  trains  doctors, 
nurses  and  technologists.  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  has  been  educating 
young  men  and  women  in  these  fields 
for  many  years.  But  a relatively  new 
})rogram,  now  in  its  third  year,  is  in- 
troducing seminary  students  to  a hospi- 
tal environment.  This  nine-month 
course  is  conducted  by  Chaplains 
Herbert  N.  Brockway  and  William  A. 
Wagner. 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
enable  future  pastors  to  better  relate 
to  persons  under  stress.  The  program 
involves  weekly  seminars  led  by  the 
chaplains  and  often  features  members 
of  the  attending  staff,  house  staff  and 
administration.  Students  spend  six 
hours  a week  where,  under  supervision, 
they  meet  with  patients  at  the  bedside. 
This  helps  them  overcome  the  natural 
strangeness  which  often  arises  in  such 
relationships  and  cultivates  the  ca- 
pacity to  stand  by  as  supporting 
friends  during  the  stress  of  illness. 

A valuable  aspect  of  the  program  is 
the  students’  relationship  with  the  doc- 
tors, nurses  and  other  hospital  per- 
sonnel enabling  them  to  see  where  the 
pastor  and  the  medical  specialists  may 
work  most  effectively  together  for  the 
benefit  of  the  ])atient.  And  the  students 
gain  greater  self-understanding  as  they 
study  the  spiritual  and  emotional 
dynamics  of  personality  in  a super- 
vised clinical  setting.

An  eight-week  course  of  instruction 
designed  to  improve  teaching  methods 
and  techniques  is  being  offered  hy  the 
personnel  dejiartment,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Preston  Doyle,  training  di- 
rector. 

Classes  will  be  held  each  Tuesday  at 
3:30  ]).m.  in  the  service  building,  be- 
ginning March  17.

John  B.  Drake,  92,  March  17,  1964.

Hyperbaric  Chamber  To  Be  Installed  This  Month

Breshyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hosj)ital  will 
receive  delivery  of  a hy|)crbaric  cham- 
ber this  month.  The  new  chand)cr,  to 
he  used  for  research  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  division  of  surgery,  will 
he  located  adjacent  to  and  directly 
south  of  the  service  building.  A small 
building  will  he  constructed  to  house 
the  10  foot  hy  28  foot  chamber. 

Fabrication  of  the  chamber  was  done 
hy  (Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  (Coni|)any. 
It  was  transferred  to  a warehouse  where 
Borg-Wanier  Corj)oration  is  now  fit- 
ting internal  mechanisms  such  as  pres- 
sure controls,  valves  to  feed  oxygen  and 
other  gases,  air  conditioning,  communi- 
cation systems,  electricity,  safety  de- 
vices, and  humidifiers. 

Hyj)erharic  oxygenation  is  a method 
of  oxygen  theraj)y.  While  those  work- 
ing in  the  chamber  breathe  ordinary 
air,  the  })atient  is  breathing  oxygen  un- 
der pressure  which  increases  all  tis-

sues  with  available  oxygen.  Normally, 
oxygen  is  carried  through  the  body  by 
the  red  cells.  With  hyperbaric  oxygena- 
tion. additional  oxygen  can  he  carried 
hy  body  Iluids,  j>lasma,  lymph  and  tis- 
sue fluids. 

Researchers  have  shown  that  hyper- 
baric oxygenation  has  been  beneficial 
not  only  in  maintaining  the  circulation 
after  trauma,  hut  also  in  other  condi- 
tions such  as  carbon  monoxide  poison- 
ing, gas  gangrene,  asphyxia,  cardiac 
defects  in  infants  undergoing  corrective 
surgery,  and  malignant  disease  where 
oxygen  therapy  apj)ears  to  heighten 
the  effect  of  thera})eutic  radiation.  Re- 
sults of  the  research  work  at  Presby- 
terian-St.  Luke's  Hosjiital  will  he  eval- 
uated to  determine  the  future  use  of  the 
hyperbaric  chamber  for  patients  de- 
prived temporarily  and  chronically  of 
adequate  blood,  whether  it  be  to  the 
heart,  brain,  or  extremities.

Not  only  was  she  honored  for  20 
years  of  service  to  the  hosjiital,  but 
M iss  Albina  Gherardi  was  also  named 
the  1964  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Em- 
ployee-of-the-\  ear  at  the  Eounders  Day 
reception  April  30. 

As  chief  parasitologist  of  the  dejiart- 
ment  of  microbiology  for  the  past 
twelve  years,  it  is  not  unusual  for  her 
to  work  a 12-hour  day.  Saturdays  she 
comes  to  the  hospital  to  make  sure  that 
re]iorts  reach  doctors  on  their  Eriday 
admissions;  and  Sundays  she  may 
come  in  “just  to  get  ready  for  Monday.” 

M iss  Gherardi  is  resjionsible  for 
diagnostic  parasitology  tests  jierformed 
on  both  in-  and  out-patients.  J’his 
amounted  to  1,394  tests  last  year. 


She  is  extremely  jiroficient  and  her 
work  has  been  well  recognized.  Last 
year  she  diagnosed  a case  of  amebic 
disease  previously  unreported  in  this 
country.  To  evaluate  the  jiossibility  of 
using  marmosets  for  cancer  research, 
she  worked  up  the  entire  jiarasitology 
protocol  on  these  small  monkeys.  She 
discovered  a new  species  of  jiarasites  in 
the  marmoset.  This  work  is  now  being 
continued  at  the  London  Natural  His- 
tory Museum  in  England.  A rejiort  on 
her  work  may  be  included  in  a paper 
to  be  jiresented  at  the  Eirst  Interna- 
tional Congress  on  Parasitology  in 
Rome. 

Miss  Gherardi  is  the  type  of  em- 
ployee desired  in  hospital  careers  to- 
day. Her  attributes  will  continue  to 
benefit  not  only  this  hospital  and  the 
many  jieojile  it  serves,  but  the  entire 
field  it  represents.

The  |)rogram,  sponsored  hy  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  is  a co- 
operative study  of  the  degenerative 
complications  of  diahetes. 

Heguu  in  I960,  the  }>roject  involves 
ap|)roximatel V 1000  |>atients  at  12  uni- 
versity medical  centers.  Each  patient 
l>artici pates  in  the  program  for  a mini- 
mum of  five  years. 

Case  histories  are  evaluated  and  the 
data  obtained  is  forwarded  to  the  co- 
ordinating center  at  the  University  of 
Marvland  in  Baltimore.  Twice  a year 
the  |)rinci|)al  and  co-investigators  meet 
to  assess  the  |)rogress  of  the  study. 

Institutions  participating  in  the  proj- 
ect include:  \\Tstern  Reserve  Univer- 
sity, University  of  Cincinnati,  Harvard 
University,  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
University  of  Alabama,  Brooklyn  Jew- 
ish Chronic  Disease  Hos|)ital,  Wash- 
ington University,  University  of  Min- 
nesota, Williamson  Hosf)ital,  Univer- 
sity of  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  LIniversity 
of  Maryland. 

The  j)roject  will  be  the  subject  of 
a book  of  methodology  which  will  serve 
as  a model  for  future  large  cooperative 
projects  iti  the  field  of  medicine.

The  Chicago  Board  of  Education  has 
recognized  the  cooperation  of  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke  s Hospital  in  utilizing 
the  services  of  part-time  employees  who 
are  currently  working  for  high  school 
diplomas. 

The  employees,  all  girls  attending  the 
Flower  Vocational  High  School,  are 
participants  in  the  diversified  occupa- 
tions program  (DO)  designed  to  pre- 
vent drop-outs  by  offering  the  positive 
incentives  of  employment  and  recogni- 
tion. 

In  offering  part-time  employment  to 
the  students,  the  hospital  is  fulfilling  its 
own  employment  needs  while  providing 
proper  motives  for  obtaining  an  edu- 
cation. 

The  ambitious  program  was  begun 
in  1961.  It  has  trained  21  students  in 
four  areas  of  hospital  work:  medical 
records,  food  service,  central  service, 
and  the  mail  room. 

Designed  to  coincide  with  the  girl’s 
course  in  home  economics,  the  DO 
program  was  developed  by  the  Chicago 
director  of  vocational  education  for 
girls,  Mrs.  Helen  Evans,  and  the  Flower 
School  principal.  Dr.  Marjorie  Mills. 
John  B.  King,  director  of  personnel  re- 
lations, served  as  coordinator  for  the 
hospital. 

The  jnogram  has  a twofold  purpose: 
to  retain  students  in  school  until  gradu- 
ation and  to  provide  training  which  will 
make  the  students  more  desirable  to 
prospective  employers  upon  gradua- 
tion. 

Junior  and  senior  students  of  the 
vocational  high  school  are  eligible  to 
be  DO  girls.  They  work  on  a split 
schedule  with  one  girl  working  the  four 
morning  hours  and  her  counterpart 
taking  over  in  the  afternoon.  The  time 
not  spent  at  the  hospital  is  spent  in  the 
classroom  at  Flower  High  School. 

Preshyterian-St.  Luke’s  currently  has 
eight  DO  girls  working  in  four  depart- 
ments: medical  records,  Brenda  Stok- 


ley  and  Prather  Gulley;  central  serv- 
ice, Doris  Hych  and  Michelle  James; 
mail  room,  Miriam  Walker;  and  food 
service,  Doris  Love,  Pearlie  Chipps, 
and  Jeanette  Keys. 

According  to  Flower  High  School’s 
diversified  occupations  coordinator, 
Mrs.  Marion  W.  Esposito,  “Many  girls 
do  not  see  the  need  to  learn  many  of 
the  subjects  taught  in  school.  After  par- 
ticipating in  the  program,  they  become 
aware  of  the  fact  that  they  need  to 
learn  a lot  more.” 

Hospital  coordinator,  John  King, 
says,  “The  reaction  of  department  su- 
pervisors has  been  quite  favorable.  We 
find  that  through  the  program  we  are 
not  only  filling  necessary  hospital  posi- 
tions, but  also  are  performing  a vital 
service  for  the  community  and  for 
better  education.”
